WEATHER FORECAST for Sunday: Calm before the storm with increasing cloudiness throughout the day
with light showers beginning in the afternoon. Total precipitation 0.25-0.75 inches (most amounts later in the
day over the Basin). Snow levels decreasing to 4500-5000 ft early Sunday behind storm, then climbing
overnight. Dam high temperatures 53-56 and lows in 45-50 at Dam. SE winds 5-10 mph with afternoon gusts
to 15 mph. Overnight winds ENE 4-8 mph.

OUTLOOK for Sunday Night through Tuesday: Impacts — Significant heavy rain with limited
runoff due to lower snow levels than during original spillway issue. Strong SE winds may limit
aviation flying time. Significant wet period with two waves and strong southerly winds. Precipitation fotals
are 2 - 4 inches at the Dam and 5 - 9 inches over the Basin. Dam high temperatures mid 50s and lows in upper
40s to lower 50s.

Snow levels: 5000-5500Q feet into Monday morning, climbing toward 6000 feet by midday Monday, and then
falling to 4000-5000 feet Tuesday. SE winds 10 mph with gusts 15 mph Sunday night increasing S winds 15-25
mph gusting to 35-40 mph Monday morning and continuing throughout the day. Speeds slightly weaken on
Tuesday.

OUTLOOK for Wednesday — Friday: Impacts — Gusty NE wind speeds generating waves
toward Dam and flying concerns for aviation. Drying begins as high pressure builds into the area. NW
winds Wednesday will likely turn NE Thursday and Friday as the strongest NE winds of 8-12 mph gusting to 20
mph at the Dam during the morning hours.
